THE Protedor, with loud acclamation, was enthnmed, 
l^eing ieated in the chair of Aate: on the left hand thereof 
ftood Lord Mayor Xicbborn and the Dutch Embafad^r; the 
French Embajfador^ and Tiobert Earl of Warwick on the right. 

Behuid the Protestor ftood his fon Lord Richard CfofmvtU^ 
Charles Lord Fleetwood^ Lieutenant-general of the Arntyy J^hn 
Lord Cleypool^ Mafter of the Horfe to bis Hig^nejs^ and the 
Privy Council^ of wbom^ as of the Nobility ^ the Earl of Man- 
chejler. Lord IVharton^ and Lord Mulgrave, the reji being very 
much their inferiors : upon a lower defcent flood the Lord Vif count 
Lifle^ Lords Montague and fFhiilook^ with dramnfwords. 

The Heralds, in the name of his Highnefs and the Common- 
wealth, commanding filence ; then the Speaker (Sir Thomas 

Widdrington) 
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Widdrington) m the name of the Parliament, prefented to his 
Highnefs Oliver Cromwell a rich and coftly robe of pur- 
ple velvet, lined with ermines; a jB/^/<?,. ornamented with 
bofles and clafps, richly gilt; a rich and coftly Sword; and a 
Scepter of mafly gold. At the delivery of thefe things, the 
Speaker made a Ihort comment upon them, and on the cere- 
monies thereof, which he addreffed to the Proteflor, dividing 
them into four parts, viz. 

Firft, The Robe of Purple ; this is an emblem of Magijlracy^ 
and imports Rigbteoufnefs and Juftice. IVhen you have put on 
this vejlment^ I may Jay yw are a Gown-man. This robe is of 
amixt color ^ tojbew the mixture of Juftice and Mercy. Indeed^ 
a Magiftrate mujl have two bandsy pledentem et ample£tentem, 
to cberijb and topunijh. 

Second, The Bible is a Book that contains the Holy Scrips 
tures^ in which you have the happinefs to be well verfed. This 
Book of Life conjijis of two TeJlameniSj the Old and New. The 
firjijbews Chriilum velatum ; tbefecond^ Chriftum revelatum ; 
ChriJ vailed and revealed. It is a Book of Books ^ and doth con* 
tain both precepts and examples for good governments 

Third, Here is a Scepter, not unlike a fiaff^ for you to be a 
Jlaff to the weak and poor. It is of antient ufe in this kinde. It*s 
faid in Scripture^ that the * Scepter fhall not depart from Judah^ 
nor a law-giver from between his feet ^ until Shilo come^ and uttt$ 
him Jball the gathering of the people be / / / // was of the tike 
ufe in other kingdoms. Horner^ the Greek poet^ calls kings and 
princes Scepter-bearers. 

Fourth, Thelaf is a Sword, not a military but a civil Sword. 
It is a Sword rather of defence than offence ; not to defend your-^ 
felf only^ but your People aljo. If I might prefume to fix a moit§

This comment or fpeech being ended, the Speaker, Sir 
Thomas Widdrington, took the Bibky and gave the Proteftor 
his o^th, which was as follows : 

" I, Oliver Cromwell, do this day, in the prefencc of, 
** and by the name of. Almighty God, procnifb and fwear, 
" that, to the uttermoft of my power, I will iiphold and 
" maintain the true Reformed, Proteftant, Chriftian Re- 
ligion, in the purity thereof, as it is contained in the 
Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Teftament, to 
^ the uttermoft of my power and underftaiiding, and en-* 
** courage the profeffion aiid profefibrs of the fame ; andt 
" that, to the utmpft of nriy power, I will endeavour, as 
chief Magiftrate of thefe three Nations, and the territories 
thereunto belonging, the maiiitenaixce and prcfervatiofi 
" of the peace and fafety, and juft right and priviledg^ 
" of the People thereof;, and fliall in all things, according 
♦^ to my beft knowledge and power, goyern the People of 
•*^ thefe Nations according ta law.** 
After the adminiftration of the oath, Mr. Mantortj who. 
f^r this purp^fe was appointed, made and deUvered a prayer, 
wherein he recommended the Proteftor, Parliament, Council, 
the Forces by Land and Sea, Government and People of the 
three Nations, to the proteftion of God. Which bein^ ended^ 
the Heralds, by loud found of trumpet, proclaimed his High-i- 
aefs OLIVER CROMWELL, Protector of England^ 
Scotland, and Ireland, and the Dominions and Territo* 
ries thereunto belonging ; commanding and requiring all pcr^ 
fons to yield him due obedience. Then did the trumpets again.

The Union Shield oi the Commonwealth were two fhieldsi,' con- 
joined or united, the firft bearing the Crofs of St. George for- 
England,, and the other bearing the Irifh Harp for Ireland f 
thefe fhields were placed on a rundle, and the like fhields with* 
thefe bearings was flamped on the current coin of the Com* 
-monwealth..

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The great Seal of the Commonwealth was a large circle, 
having thereon the Proteftor bare-headed, mounted on Mare-- 
backj attired in a (hort coat or jacket of mail, over which a 
military fafli, placed over his right-flioulder and under his left- 
arm, tied behind ; pendant to his left-fide, a large and broad 
fword, his right-hand grafping the head of a truncheon, which 
he holds before him, one end refting on the pommel of the 
iaddle, his left-hand holding the bridle. Behind, on the fpace 
on the finifter fide, and near the top, a civic fliield with four 
quarters ; the firft and fourth, with the Crofs of St. George for 
England ; 2d, the Saltier or Crofs of St.. Andrew for Scot* 
land*; and 3d, the Harp of King David for Ireland. On the 
margin of this fide the Seal thefe words, Olivarivs.

HIGHNESS THE MOST SERENE AND MOST ILLUSTRIOUS

HIS Highnefs firft lUnefs was at Hampton-Court, where 
he (ickened of a baftard tertian, of which he grew very ilt^ 
infbmuch, that after a week's time hi« difeafe began to fhew 
very defperate fyrriptoms; whereupon he was removed to« 
Whitehall, Weftminfter, near London, where his Chaplains, 
.and others of his family, kept private meetings and fa{ling& 
for bis recovery. Continuing in this condition, his Highnefs^ 
died on Friday, the third of September, at three of the clock 
in the afternoon, in the year of our Lord one thoufand fix 
hundred and fifty-eight. His body, prefetitly after his expira- 
tion, was wafhed and laid out ; and being opened, was em- 
balmed and wrapped in a fere cloth fix double, and put into an 
inner fheet of lead, inclofed in an elegant coffin of the choicefl 
wood. Owing to the difeafe he died of, which by the bye ap- 
peared to be that of poifon *, his body^ although thus bound 

up 

• Bcfides my aoccftor, there are divers others of opinion that he was poifoned,

The corpfe being thus quickly buried, by reafon of the great 
ftench. thereof, a rich coffin of ftate was, on the a6th of Sep- 
tember, about ten at night, privately removed from Whiter- 
hall, in a mourning hearfe, attended by his domeftic fervants,. 
to Somerfet-houfe, in the Strand, where it remained in pri- 
vate for fome days, till all things were prepared for public 
view ; which being accomplifhed, the effigy of his Highnefs> 
was, with great {bte and magnificence, expofed openly, mul- 
titudes daily crowding to fee this glorious but mournful fight^ 
which appeared in the order following.

The fi>urth roooi was completely hQDgtritli bhck velvet, the 
cieli»g being of the iame. Here lay. the effigy of hb H'igh^ 
neffi) with a krge CMopy of black vehet itingi^^ which hoag^ 
over It. The effigy was of wax, Mhionci like the Protedior, 
^d placed lying upon its back; was appareled in acich and 
co^y fuit of velvet, robed ia a litdc robe of puq)le velvet, 
heed with a rich gold loce, ivrred with ernuiie. Upon tbe 
kirtle was a lat*ge tobe of pviple velvet, laced and^rred as the 
former, with ftfings and tafletU of gold. The kirtle was girt 
with a rich embroidered beltt wherein was a fword nchly gilt, 
and hatched with gold, which hung by "^e iideof thie eifi^« 
hi the right-hand wtts a ffeepter; in f he left, a globe. iJ^n 
his head was placed a purple velvet cap, furred Ivith ermines 
fuitabk to the robes. Behind the head was placed a rich chair 
of tiilued gold, whereon was placed an Imperial crown, which 
lay high, that the people might behold it. 

Bfd of state. 

The bed of flate whereon he lay was covered with a large 
pall df black velvet, under which was a Holland fiieet, borne 
up by fix ftools covered with cloth of gold. About the bed 
was placed a complete fuit of arms ; and at the feet of the 
effigy ftood his creft. Thj« bed had fixed about it at\ afcent of 
two fteps. A little fiom thence ftood eight filver candlefticks, 
about five foot high, with white wax tapers ftandlng in then\, 
of three foot long. All thelc things were en virouedtvith rails 
and balufters, four fquare, covered .with velvet; at each 
cornef whereof there was ereded an upright pillar, which 
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horc^m their tx>p6. lioos aad, dragons, who held in their panrs. 
ftreamers crowned. Oa both iides of the bed \idere £et up iijb 
Jbckfits four great ftaadards of the Prote<3:or*s arm?, with J)arv 
»ers and haorals id war^ painted upon tafiatj. About the bed 
ftood men in xnoumiij^ holdin^g; in their hands black wands,, 
and alfo {landing hare-headed; and withqut the rails flood! 
.otber«, u^ like maancr^ whofc office it was to receive jpeqple ^ 
and turn them out again^ 

When this ^public wake-orfimfl^al had bpcBi kept for many^ 
weeks together, fo that all ilrac^ers, &c. had feen it fully, 
then did the j^owing change iiake^ace, and the whole fcene 
become artei:ed'« The\ effigies .b^g Tcmoved io^o aoother inner 
4iooni>) it ^was^ irbere fet ^py placed^ upon an afoent* under a 
cloth of Aate,. being vefbd as it was before lying; only now^ 
Iw 'pufple velvet was changed for a crown. In the fame: 
manner (as formerly), were iii^ waiting upon him bare* 
headed'. .Fn tbismamier he continued :vintil ^tb.e twenty- third' 
of Ndvenaber, which day was iippoiuted to carry him with all 
£;)lemnity to, Wefkxiinj(lerTAbkey«. 

This great funeral was^ performed with very great majeftyi. 
ki this manner following. AH things being in readinefs, the 
waxen effigies of the Troteftdf*, with a crown on his head, a. 
fword by his'fide, a globe and Tcejrtre in;his ^hands, was taken. 
down from his (landings, an*diaid'in an open chariot, covered- 
all over with black velvet. 'The ftreets^ from Somerfet-Houfe 
to Weftminfter-Abbey, were guarded by foldiers, placed with* 
out a raflihg^ and clad in riew red coats, "with.JbhioJt. butto»a,,

College, Oxford; who, by his will in 1680, among many 
other legacies, wills the following to be given after his death. 
** Imprimis, I give to College of All Souls the fum of one

" fifty-five pounds, for the fervice of Sub-wardens table ;

** public ufe; the remaining twenty pounds to buy a piece of 
*' plate ; all thefe with names and arms on them. Alfo I ghre 
'* all my books fit for public library, towards furni(hing af 
•* library atManchefter ; the fmaller flitched books to be given 
•* to the Clerks, Chorifters, and Servitors, at di^retion of 
•* executors, &c. &c.*' 

In the Public Library of Mancheftcr, In a book for that 
purpofe, is a receipt or acknowledgement for the above library 
of books, as the benefaction of the Rev* Mr. John Preftwich, 
Fellow oF All Souls College, Oxford. '

To conclude, I (hall here obfervc, with relation to cor** 
quefls, ufurpationSy voice of the people, and all kind of revo* 
lutions and mutations of fovrrcigns, that»;9tcofdfng.^a the 
xnoft approved civilians^ a iubjedt as 'well gS: ft ftranger may 
acquire the foVereignty of .a flati, by vktife of the c6Qf$r)t ftftd 
free voice of the people, which, in rxxy 0plQ}pn,.;if the QiOft 
lawful way of acquiring, rcfultij^ frdili the/lafstf 0f:iwtiQils,. 
when, by the fuperiority of his power, hfi btfs fet himfelf 
«above the laws: for in fuch a cafe, foiT the fake'bf j*ace^ the- 
public fafety and good of the c<Mnmujuty .at large,- a conqydr0r^- 
a ufurper, or one fet up by the voice ©f th^ ^ejbplti^ 'o?«ffht to* 
be acknowledged as a lawful and rightful Soyerdgn*.

HAVING id the^laft- eoiclud^d fey . giving *my fentxtnents- 
freely ;withrefp«£k' to Cenqffefts, Ufiirpation, &c* &c.'itmay 
ribt in this be thought improper to fay fbmething with regard 
to the Polity, Civil 9tsit6, or Government of Great Britain ;. 
and (hew, that thefe 'Kingdoms, however* fwaycd or governed 
by a' King* or Monarch, "yet are^they governed after the true 
Republican or Conflitutional Form, being compofed of Three 
Eftates, zs^Kings, Lords ^ ^a^C^^mmins. From which caufe it 
cannot be dented, but that pur Gonftitution is purply Republi- 
can ; fince it appears, that the Civil State or Gov^rament of thefe 
Kingdoms is not a fimple Polity,, that is, it is -not a Monarchy^ 
Arjfirocracy^ or Democracy^ fingl'y confidered, but is rather as. 
compound of them all together: for though- we have one 
a, Chiefi 
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Chief Uoiler or Supreme Governor, whom we call our Kir^^ 
ytt he reigneth not by himfelf, nor, as bding a good King, ig 
he abfolute.; but he rules and governs by^ and in conjundioa 
with, the ^reat Council^ or Commons, and AJfcnibly of the ' 
Nobles^ or Peers, of the liand, which our Saxon Anceftors 
denominated the J)irna ;5amot:^ or Wife Meeting ; but now, 
and ever fince the Normans arrival, a Parliament ; a name 
lignificant of French- men's talkativenefs, from the French 
word P^^r/^r, to fpeak. This Aflethbly, or Court, is of all others, 
in our land the higheft and of greateft authority, as confifting 
of three Eftates, namely, the King as Head of the Church, 
with the Lords Spiritual, the Lords Temporal, and Commons : 
nor is even this auguft Aflembly tmifbrm or independent, for it . 
confifts of two very different parts ; bne of the higher Nobi- 
lity (as is juft mentioned) both Temporal and Spiritual, calkd 
the Houfe of Lords, in which, on all great occaficms, the King 
as Chief prefides ; the other part Is made up of the lower 
Nobility or Commonalty, the Knights, and Burgefles of Shires 
and Borough Towns, and are called the Hbtile of Commons, 
or the Lower Houfe ; which laft is returned, or -ought to be, 
nvithout bribery or corruption^ by the majority of^ and free voice of 
the Clergy^ Gentry^ Freemen:, and Freeholders of the Land. This 
Lower Houfe is intirely dependent on the common People or 
Populace (being Freemen, &c.^ ; for the Members thereof are 
chofen by them, to aft for them as their Reprefentatives for a 
fhort or ftated time ; and if during the Parliament they aft not 
according to the Feoplei requejl^ and what they think con- 
ducive to the public good, they very wifely rejeft them, as 
unworthy of their dependence, jatthe next general Eleftionof 
Members of Parliament, and chufe others, of whom they 
ji^ve a better opinion, and think will prove inore faithful^ 

wife. 
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wtii, and worthy of the important truft committed to* 
their charge;, namely, their Religion j Rights j Laws^ and 
Liberties^ which, being the very eflence and glpry of theCon- 
flitution^ fliould be carefully preferved by the King^ who, as^ 
Protestor and Ruler of a Free People^ (hould. guard them from^ 
being reprefentcd bjr men of low degree,, or thofe bafe-born», 
who, according to the judgement or opinion of the wife King, 
fpeaking of men of fuch eftate, ought not to fit in CounciL 
Thefc are his words i " They fhall not be fought for in public 
** Council,, nor fit high in the Congregation. They (hall not 
*^ fife on the Judges feat^ nor underftand the lentence of Judge- 
** ment : they cannot declare Juflice and Judgement, and they 
♦* (hall not be found where parables are fpoken ;" that is, They 
are not a(ked nor fought for in public Council^, nor (et high ia 
the Congregation, nor are placed in the Judges feat^ nor un- 
derftandthey order of Juftice. They cannot declare matters 
according to the form of Law, nor are they meet for hard ^ 
parables, &c.. In all wife Governments, tefpe£t has been had 
to thofe" wellborn ; and from this caufe the People of Rome 
were gcnprally divided into three forts,/aSr that of iVi^W/f/, JVbo;/,. 
and Ignobilesr^ which wife regulation, and the many and 
various honourable rewards they had for pcrfonal merit, was 
politically adapted, to its feveral kinds, which opened a large 
fburce of conferring honours on the deferving. // was the 
equitable dij^ofal of, honours^ and the^ wife regulations of preferv-- 
ing the old families fr^f^m falling to decay ^ in that illu/lrious State, or 
CommottfwealtbjJbat fupported them therein j, and drew^ the reve^ 
rence and efieem (f the Ignobilis or inferior Part. It was this 
which fired their brave youth of ancient and noble defcentto gal^ 
lant emulations^ and cc^rried, their conquefis throughout the then 
Jknown world. The policy of this wife State was. to prefervc 
SS ^ the. 
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the honour of their old Nobility ; and thjs was dctoe to exi^e 
bravery and virtue in their defceiidant^* From this caufe aud 
diftindlioii of ancient defcent, Ron^e was foupded £bt grandeur, 
and its laws aiKl wife regulations had an admirable teiidfiacy to 
beilow it : for which r^afpn, in all the varlatiotis of her Qp- 
vernment, whether Monarchy y Arifiocracyy or Popular ^ ' flie 
conftantly «ng^ed in tho «>terprifes which risquiced yirfiue, 
honour, and condu<9:, to accot»pli(h, and always ^ucceedod. 
I'he Conftitucion of the Roman Commonwealth, like ours at 
this day, as is before Oiewa, coixfiftigg of three j^&m& Bo- 
dies; for the CwffW/ rapreiented the Kittgf ftie^eaate the JVo- 
bksy and the TriAuueg the Pivp/e. And vthis form of Goirern- 
ment was the very fame whidi the ancient Philofbphers, and 
among them Plato and Ariftitotie (whom Polybius iu^itates), 
judged to be the l^fk and moft^^celient iforni in t^ > known 
World, as being made up and con.ftituted of ajnixtufeand 
juft temperament of the three kinds of Government, '^« Jthe 
Regal y Noble J and Popular. Vfhich fcyrin of a CamifiMW^altfip 
Cicero {in his book Dt R^puiikd) prefers to all others, what- 
foever. The reafcm is obvious, being, as I think, the moft 
conformable to -the qujdity, jftate, or di&rcnt^degreesof men 
which the ancient German.s, <:oniequently the Saxons our 
warlike progenitors, tdivided, as I find, into four orders ,or 
ranks, v/z. the AlSelf [Adels], or Nobles, among which the 
Ruler or Chief. Second, the ppelmnjor fjiilmg, that is. 
Freemen, Lfberti^ or thofe whohadb^eten qianumltted, aniong 
whom were reckoned *beir children, called^ Lijbeprini, that as, 
fens of Freed-men ; and the fourth fort was feryants, . called 
Enapae [Knaves], from iheirfervile efiices of ^doing thejr Lord's 
or Dane;* work. Agreeable to which >our Conftitution, even 
at this day, may be compared, coippoftd of-the liked^jrees.or 
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fMtierd m the G)intnoft w«idt2>^ oiz. the Ki^^ with wbkh th^ 
Nobles^ the Gentry or Freemeth The Mechanic^ who havkig 
finrved an Appreatkeihips or levea years fervkudei thereafter 
beoometh a Freed- fbrVaixty wh^Td Children by our laws are. 
^enQmmatedF9eemen^sChiklt9ni>.aiid a$ Aieh ^ti]Qy particulaf 
privileges even at this dayt audtQ'rhere kft in order are La<- 
bouisrsy who depend on all diftind^ionfi alike for their wages or 
Covard o£ their labour. The Aibemans^ \tt like manner^ di*' 
Tided their people into Nobiliijf^ F4urmer5^ and Tradefmen^ ill: 
which laft. vrzA included the Labourer. In all. vfxU Qfovero^ 
ments there have been th^e di{Bn£tion&, without whichy> or 
fuch like orders of men, no body Politic or CommonweKlth 
can exiA : forafmuch, that in the various Kingdoms and States 
we find particular hommrs and privileges ajipropriated to the 
ancient Nobility and Gentry ; for it cannot , be contradidedf 
feeing that both the Greek and Roman Commonwealths in* 
dulged the Nobles- with great privileges; and to diftinguifb 
fhem from the Ignoble. The Gredsjs, as emblismt of their- 
Nobility^ wore the figure of a grafs-hoppeir, m their hair or 
head attire ; the Romans, a crefcent or half moon of g<^d» 
enriched with precious flones, uppn their fandals or fhoes-} and 
eur Saxon Nobili^ were diflinguifhed with a mantle or cloth 
of Efbte, fringed or ornamented with a border of gold, en- 
riched with precious flones ; and on their head, when unco^ 
vered, they wore a circlet of gold. When they went abroad, 
their bead was attired with the Phrygian bonnet ; and in their 
right-hand, m token of their Nobility, they bore a lance ot 
Ipear. And (b tenacious were they of the hofiour of their 
ftHnily, that, like their neighbours the Germans, by the law it 
was death for any. of them to marry but with thofe of their own 
rank. Cktverius^ a G^man writer of great uote> fays,, that this 
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^euftom was much ob^^rved in Germany in hisown tlnie, not 
altogether by virtue of any fuch law, but becaufe tht Nobi* 
lity reckoned it was a difgrace for themi to marcy with^thofb of 
a lower rank* And he further adds, that the Nobility were 
firft raifed to that dignity from their valour in war^ which he 
fupports by the faying of Ta€itus^ ^ that they chofe their Kings 
from among their Nobility, and their Captains from amoiig* 
their valiant Men ;** therefore, he thinks^ that when any o£ 
the common fort fignalized their valour, fo as to be-: made^ 
Commanders, they wer6 made Noble i at the fame time. . And 
he further adds, that in bis time Princes confcrredi the .orden 
of Nobility upon People for money; but they wem fo mucb 
defpifed by the ancient femilies,' that tbeyifcomed torcbnverfe 
with theny. In all kinds of GovermneiAts^ it is the dilty'of a 
Chief Rulj^r to obierve inn impartialK dlftrifaution of rewards 
and puni(hments. Deferving perfohs, as being contributors 
to the welfare of the State, fhould receive diflinguiflibg far 
vours, and criminals and enemies of it. great feverityinfllAedonr 
them; for this reafbn, which, in my opinion^ is anfiwserable tc^att 
ethers, that all good men, asChriftians, think it: their dutjF ta 
profecute an Atheift who bids defiance to Heaven ; for the Iqve 
we owe our neighbour engages, us. ta bear an averfioa tp all 
crimes, and to endeavour their extiniftion. It was thefe maxima 
in Government made Solonon, our grand Mafler, the wifef)^ 
of Rulers, fay, dementi d et Jufiitid roboratur Tbronus Regum t^ 
that is^ being tranflated, Juftiee and Mercy are the Supporter sofi^ 
Throne, Lt/ien to thiSy Oye Kings of the earthy and do yuftk€l 
And remember^ fort hire I Jball declare y that It is an ahfolutefaa^ 
founded upon facred andprofhane Hiflory^ that no Monarchy^ bo 
it ever fo great in Power ^ Circuit ^ Defence^ and Multitude^ 
bath feldom extended much the limit of five hundred years / As 
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tDt)ur Government^ erroneoufly called a Monarchy, it is evir 
dent, that the State or Polity of Great Britain, &c. is a pure 
Commonwealth or Republic, compounded of the three Jimpte 
Polities^ Manarcby^ Ari/locracy^ and Democracy^ and may be 
called, as being governed by a King and Parliament^ that is, 
of Lords and.Consmons, a Monarchio^Ariftocratico^Democratical 
Government ; virhereby it is evident, that, being united, they 
are better than either of them iingly or alone. And like unto 
thb form of Government in ancient times we find the Council 
of the Ampbi&ions was inftituted in Greece (which Sqidas and 
others witnefs in their writings) by King Amphy£tion, fon of 
Deucalion : and therein it was ordained, that at a certain ap- 
pointed time every year, Reprefentatiyes chofen out of the 
^wehe Commonwealths of Greece ihould meet at Thernx>pylae, 
and deliberate concerning all the weighty afiairs of the King* 
dom and Commonwealth. For which reafbn, Pliny calls this 
the Public Council of Gr^cia; and Cicero, in like manner, de- 
nominates it the Common Council of Gracia^ and fpeaks highly 
:of this kind of Commonwealth, as being made up and confli- 
tuted of a mixture and jufl temperament of the three kinds of 
.Government, viz. Regal^ Noble^ and Popular \ that is. King, 
;Lords, and Commons. For fince a Kingly and Popular Go- 
vernment do in their natures differ widely froqi each other, it 
•was neceiiary to add a third and middle State^ participating of 
both, w:^. .that of Princes or Nobility; who, by reafon of 
the fplendour and antiquity of their families, approach, in 
fome degree, to the Regal dignity ; and yet, being fubjefts, 
are upon, that account on the fame footing aiid intered with the 
.Cooxmons. And the like, regulation we find in the Conftitu- 
tion of the German EmpiiXf wherrein the Emperor reprcfents 
the Monarchical State,-- the Princf s rfcprefeiit the Ari/iocratical^ 
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snd the Deputies of tlie Cities the i>fiwr^^ Kekherca&] 
matter of moment appettainmg to the whole German Repubkc be:

Commonwealth or plan of limited Monarchy ia the world*;. 
By our Conilitution the power of the King is greatly refl;rained ;^

Gales, 'the ancient and royal arms of Scotland, and peiterntl 
one of Fergus the firft King thereof, when he overcaifDe the 
Pidls, anno mundi 4382, "being ^3^ years before the Incarna- 
tion 1 which faid Royal bearing is enriched with a double tref- 
fure of lilies, called flory and counter-flory, Gules, given by 
King;Charien>agne of France to Achaius King of Scotland, in 
the year of our Lord 809 \(fomc fay' in 790), being ^li a me- 
morial to pofterity of an alliance cfibnfive and defeqiive be- 
tween the two Kingdoms, and as a pledge c^f brotherly love 
and unanimity, thereby to iignify and witnefs, that the French 
Lilies (hould defend and guaVd the Lion or Kingdom of Scot- 
land. Second grand quarter, France, viz. Azure, three ^eurs-de- 
lis, two and one, On YvcOi born in the Royal armsof Englaad

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which l>k20iHng is a great miftake) enie (or grafted) In baie ; . 
which armorial bearing is the original arms of Hbngift the: 
Saxon Chief, who firfi came iiito our land of Britain about ^ 
the year of our Lord 447. And over all, that is, in the ceu* . 
ire of this fourth quarter, in an inefcutcheon (or fliield furtout) 
Gules, the imperial diadem or crown of Charlemaigne (King 
of France and Emperor o£ Gfcrmany, who died January 28th, 
anno Domini % 11^^ for the hercditaiy dignity oif Arch^Trea- 
furer and Prince Eledor of the Holy Roman Empire. This 
ifburth grand quarter was added to the Imperial arms of thefe 
Kingdoms in the year 17149 (hortly after the acqefiion of his 
moft Excellent Majefty George I. eldeft Son ta his moft fe'rene 
Highnefs Erneft Auguftus, Duke and Eledlor of Brunfwick 
and Lunenberg, by his Confort the Princefs Sophia, who was 
the fifth and youngeft daughter of Frederick Eleiftor Palatine 
of the Rhine and King of Bohemia, and of Elizabeth of 
Great Britain, eldeft Daughter of Ring James I. of England 
and Vth of Scotland, Niece, to King Charles I. and King 
Janies IL and their royal Sifter Mary Princefs of Orange, after,, 
with her royal Confort, King and Queen of England, &c. &c. 
By this marriage aforefaid, and his Majefty^s own birth, hist 
prefent moft excellent Majefty George III. bis defcendant, haa 
in his veins fome of all the Blood foyal of Europe, which 
illuftrious Houfe of Hanover may it continue to all fucceeding 
generations! 

This Imperial (hield of his Majefty, ahd of thele Kingdomsy 
is placed upright, and within a blue velvet Garter (giving 
name to a noble Order of Knighthood, of which his Majefty^ 
as King of thefe Realms, is Chief) placed annuletwaySf 
buckled, edged, and infcribed with this old French motto ii) 
Roman capital letters of gold, hont soit qjjx mal x 
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PENSE^, that IS, Shame be to him that evil imagine th of it : or 
thus, Let him be ajhamedwho thinks ill thereof. Whicli motto 
was firft given by King Edward IIL Founder of the Order ; 
and that none might believe his defign therein was any other 
than juft and honourable, he caufed thefe words to be wrought 
in every Garter that he beftowed, as the proper enfign of the 
rooft noble Order of the Garter, whereof the Monarch of 
Great Britain is Chief, as is before mentioned. Thefe endgns 
are timbred with a Royal and Imperial Helmet, full-faced, but 
grated, fuch as is and has been borne by the Kings of England 
and Monarchs of Great Britain. And, anfwerable to his Mi- 
jefty's Sovereign and Imperial Jurifdidion, upon the fame, 
laid on a rich mantle of eftate of cloth of gold, doubled or 
lined Ermine, and furmounted of an Imperial Crown, on the 
fummit of which is the Britilh Lion paflant, guardant. Or, 
crowned with a like Crown of England proper, which is the 
creft of Grent Britain. This fhield is fupported or fuftained 
on the dexter fide by a lion racppant, guardant. Imperially 
crowned Or, the proper fupporter of the Englilh En(ign (but 
anciently the fupporters were two dragons); and on the 
iinifler fide by an unicorn rampant, and in profile, Argent, 
armed, maned, tufted, and hoofed Or, gorged with a princely 
crown, compofed of croifes patee and fleurs-de-lis ; a chain 
thereto in front affixed, pendant between the two fore-legs, and 
returning over his back, and falling between his legs, all of 
gold ; which faid unicorn being one of the two unicorns that 
fupported the arms of Scotland before the Union of the two 
Crowns in 1608, under James I. was thereupon added in token 
of it, and to preferve the remembrance of the uniting of that 
Kingdom to this. Note, fometimes each fupporter is furnilhed 
with a Union Banner of St. George and St. Andrew's eufign, 
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bortie qtiarterl)r« The fupporters iire placed fianding on a 
crimibn compartment or fcroll edged, and its ends forked and 
taflelled, all of gold, from whence iflue (from one ftem ex- 
tending right and Itft) the two rojal or national' badges of 
England, ^d/s. firft, on the dexter, the rofes of Lancafter and 
York * united in one (that is, Lancafter inclofing' York), 
ftalked, feeded, and leaved proper, the red rofe being the an- 
cient badge of the Rojal Houie of Lancafter ; the white that 
of York: which roles were taken by f John Plantagenet, 

commonly 

* The Editor is well aware, that thefe badges have been thus blazoned: a

f Jchn Plantagenet, commonly called John of Oaunt (Duke of Lancafter, 
Sari of Leicefier, Lincoln, and Derby, &c.} fourth fon of Edward III. marrying 
the Lady Blanch, Daughter and (laftly) Heir of her Father Henry 'Plantagenet do 
Monmouth, alfo furnamed Tort-col, the lalt and fourth Earl and firft Duke of 
Lancafter (Son of Edmond Crouchback) came to enjoy the title as fifth Earl. He 
hadfometimcs the title of Earl of Richmond, Duke of Aquttaine; and was ftyled 
King of Caftile and Leon in right of his fecond Wife, however, which tailed 
longed. Immediately after the death of his Father-in-law Henry Plantagenet de 
Monmouth, he fucceedcd iu that his honour of Lancafter, and was alfo Earl of 
L.eicefier, Lincoln, and Derby, &c. and not long after this created Duke of 
Lancafter.

His wife, the Lady Blanch's Sifter, 
dying, brought him the whole inheritance of her Father, As to his (fyle of 
Caftile, &c. it was ilipulated between him and Henxy, Son to John the Ba&ard, 
Ufurpcr of the faid Kingdoms, conditionally, that John ihould marry th^ Duke's .. 
(Lancafter) Daughter, by Conftance his fecond Wife (eldeft Daughter of Pcter^ 
King of Caftile and Leon, in whofe right he intitled himfelf, when he mounted 
the Throne, King of both thefe Realms), endow the young Lady, and pay 
twenty thoufand pounds to the Parents during their lives. Duke John, on hit 
part, with his Wife^ fliould renounce all their right to the Spanilh territories. 
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commcmly called }okin ef Gavot, fcMiamed^from'^tits 6eth^ Wrhi 
at Gaunt in Flanders, and Edward his Bfother, the Sons of 
King Edward IIL in the year 1%^$^ ^^^ ^ r4&6y thofe two« 
hooles being imited by King Henfy VIL the nsale Heir of thr 
Houfe of Lancafter, by marrying Eltzabetliy tldcft Daughter 
9nd Heirefs to King Edward IV. of l^e Uoufe of York ; the 
two ro&s then alio became unked m one, and as {xxh are (tiH' 
nfed as the RoyaJ Badge of England. It may not be loiprofier 
to mqition theoccafion of the diilin^iou of ^clUd and M^hif^ 
RcfeSy which Shakefpearein his play of Henry VI. (aft II; fi:ene. 
V.) beautifully defcribes in a vehement difpute between^ the two* 
Princes of the Houfes of York and Lancaften On the finifter 
iide of the compartment afore-mentioned, a thistle^ ftalkedi 
and leaved proper, for Scotland ; and oti the plain , a table of 
the compartment, in Roman letters of gold, his Majefty*^ 
Royal motto in old French, diev et mon droit^ that isy 
GOD AND MV RIGHT, and was firft given by our Richard L to^ 
intimate, that the King of England holdeth his Empire not 
in VaffaU^e of aty mortal Man^ but of God otdy ; and after^ 
wards taken up by our Edward IIL wh^i he firft claimed the 
Kingdom of France, thereby declaring, he confided only in God and 
the Jtfjlice of his Caufe. For me it is proper further to mention, 
that by an article of the Union of England with Scotland, in 
J 707 (the Union ratified in 1708), the 6th of Queen Anne, it 
was agreed, that the Crofs of St. George for England, which 
is Gules, the field Argent, and the Crofs of St. Andrew for 
Scotland, which is Argent, the field Aznre, be conjoined^ 
when ufed in Flags, Banners, Standards, and !l^n(igns, both 

Thefe articles were concluded tf/fno I39I» when thefaid Duke entered into alliance 
with John, King of Portugal, and gave him his Daughter Phillippe in marriagCi 
and fo finiflied his affairs in Spain. He was Knight of the Garter. 
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^t Sea and Lahd. It is worthy of remark, that theie were 
£rft quartered or united during the Commonwealth of Oliver 
Cromwell, which gentleman made my anceftors (with many 
other ancient faniilies) forely pay for their loyalty and adherence 
to their King ! Alfo, by the afore-mentioned Treaty of Unioa 
between the two Kingdoms, the Proteftant Succeffion in the mod:

His preient mdl Excellent Majefty, as Elector of Hanover 
and Duke of Brunfwick-Lunenburgt beareth fifteen coats 
quarterly, viz. 

L Gules^ two leopards or lions paflant, gardant, and in pale 
Or, for his Majefly^s paternal coat of Guelph and the Dutchy 
of Brunfwick. Theie arms were by Henry IL King of Eng* 
land (born ia France, and furnamed Short-mantle), who* 
jeflored the Saxon blood to the Crown of England, being de*

Henry IV. Emperor of Germany (by Matilda or Maud his firft 
Wife, Daughter of Malcolm Conmoir, King of Scotland) 
beftowed from his own coat on the illuftrious Henry Guelph 
(from his great valour alfo furnamed the Lion, anceftor to hb 
prefent moft Excellent Majefty George III. King of Great Bri* 
tain, &c. in whofe Royal Family the Saxon line was a third 
tinffe reftored) Duke of Bavaria, Saxony, and Brunfwick, who 
married Matilda or Maud, eldeft Daughter of the aforefatd 
Duke,llenry 11.

the Saxon Chief (King of Kent), who came into this land of 
Britain about the year of our Lord 446. The which bearing 
alfo was ufed by the great Witikind, the laft ele<fted King of 
the Saxons, and by the above-mentioned Henry the Lion (his 
defcendant) Duke of Bavaria, Saxony, and Brunfwick, who, 
after his marriage with the daughter of Henry 11. King of 
England, placed this in the fecond quarter of his armorial 
bearing. The Englifh Saxons were originally Weftphalians, 
as appears by the Saxon verlion of Bede*s Ecclefiaftical Hiftory, 
which fays they defcended from three of the ftouteft Nations 
in Germany, the Saxons, Angles, and Jutes, who, he fays, in- 
habited the country called Old Saxony, and afterwards Weft- 
Saffen, to diftinguilh it from the country of the Eaft Saxons.

After the Emperor's death,, 
he difputed the title of thei Empire with Conrad Duke of 
Swabia, who, through intrigue, was ele^ed Emperor, for* 
which he was profcribed. He was fucceeded by Henry Guelph, 
alfo furnamed the Lion, who married Maud, Daughter to^ 
King Henry II. of England, as I have before-mentioned, from, 
whom the Houfe of Hanover is defcended, and in whom the 
Saxon Line is, as I have before mentioned, a third time reftored. 
to this Kingdom^.

Having given this brief account of the Hou(e of Brunfwick-^^ 
Ltinenburg, &€• I (houid be wanting in duty and attachment^ 
'twere 1 to omit that of my Queen, defcended of a race of 
Ancefters as valiant and as iUuftrious as any 6f the Crowned 
Heads in Cliriftendbm ;, deriving theiif Defcent froto Vdb or 
Udo, King of the Heruli, who inhabited part of this Dotchy 
of l^ecklenburg, and whofe Defcendants enjoyed the titld o£ 
Kings of the Heruli or Obotrites till about the year 1 1 6a, aftet 
which the Duke of Saxony and Marquis of Brandenburg,, 
with odier confederate Princes, Sec. uniting, forced this Royal 
Family to renounce the title of King, and take that of Duke». 
However, it Ifi Worthy of remark, that this^ Diitchy was an- 
ciently inhabited paxtly by the Varini, and partly by thd Angli,. 
who were chaced thence by the Heruli*, The royal Houfb o£ 
Mecklenburg, of which the iUuftrious Family of Meckkn- 
burg-Stroelitz,. now the £bcond branch, i% according to Itn^ 
hofF, Hubner, and other German writers of great credit anct 
authority, of as ancient and noble lineage as any of the 
Crowned Heads or Princes of Germany, being liheally de- 
jfcended from the Kings or Leaders of the Vandals, a. potent^ 
^ough rude and barbarous,, people, who delighted in war>, and 
3, whip 
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who fettled in the Diitchy of Mecklenburg, twelve hundred 
years before the birth of our Lord Jcfus Chrift. They farmed 
the diftrift of Germany into a powerful Kingdom, and by 
their militaxy prowefs maintained and preferved Regal Title and 
Dignity till the year of our Lord one thoufand one hundred and 
iixty-three; when, after many battles, its Monarch, Pribiflaus 
IL being at length worfted by confederate powers, and being t 
painen^ was compelled to embrace the Chriilian religion by 
Heniy the Lion, Duke of Saxony and Bavaria, one of out 
prefent Monarch's illuftrious Anceftors, who in this confede- 
racy was therein afliftesd by the Duke of Pomerania. At this 
time die title of Kbg of the Vandals was exttngui(htd ; and 
that of the Prince of Mecklenburg, as he was then called, 
was created a Duke and made a Prince of the Empire* Their 
Kingdom being reduced to this Dutchy by the Knights of the 
Teutonic Order, the Pbles and Brandenburghers ; the remnant, 
or branch of the Princes of the Vandals and the Branch of Stargird 
were ujlited in the Meckleaburghers about the year one thou- 
fand four hundred and twenty-nine ; the Branch of Guftrow 
ilTued Jibout one thoufand five hundred and fifty-eight, and was 
extinguifhed about the year one thoufand feven hundred and 
ten ; the Branch of Swerin iffued about the fame time ; the 
Branch of Strelit2 iiTued about one thoufand fix hundred and 
fifty-eight* "Ho\<^evcr, they were laftly divided into three 
branches, vh of Guftrow, Swerin, and Strcelitz; but the 
extindlion of that of Guftrow in one thoufand fix hundred and 
eighty-eight occafioned a law-fuit between the dcfcendants of 
the two branches about the fucceflion ; which difpute con- 
tinued till one thoufand feven hundred and one, when a treaty 
of partition was made at Hamburgh, and ratified by the Em- 
. peror in the following manner, that the Dutchy of Guftrow 

I i 2 ihould 
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Should go to the Duke of Swerin, and that the Duke of Stroe- 
litz fhould have the Bilhopric of Ratzelbui^ fecularlzed, and 
forty thoufand crowns a year from the tolls of Boitzenbourg, 
and a voice in the Diet of the Empire. The remaining titles of 
both thefe Princes of Swerin and Stroelitz are the fame, viz. 
Dukes of Mecklenburg, Princes of Wenden, Swerin, and 
Ratzelburg, Lords of Roftock and Stargard, which laft was 
the name of the final branch of the Vandals ; and although 
the houfe of Mecklenburg Stroelitz is the fecotid B^nch of the 
Houfe of Mecklenburg, yet its Duke has the honour in being 
one of the Sepular Princes of the Empire, and as fucb takes 
his feat in the Diet of Ratzelburg : and of this mod ancient 
and illuftrious Houfe is Sophia Charlotte, our prefentmoft 
Excellent Queen, diftinguiQied by every eminent Virtue and 
amiable Endowment, whofe Bounty is always fliewn to the 
deferving ; a bnght Example of true Reiig^n, Virtue, Piety^ 
and Humility ; a Bleffing and Ornament to the Throne of 
thefe Kingdoms, being the Patron of Literature, and an Eacou*- 
rager o£ the Arts and Sciences of Britain^.

All Souls College, Oxford, founded m Anno 1^47, bjr 
Hbnrit CHicuKLBYt Archbilhop of Canterbury^ 

THIS College was erefted to the honour of the Souls of the 
Saints departed^ and by the charter it is called, l^be College of 
the Souls of all faithful People deceafed^ of Oxford^ being found- 
ed in anno 1437, by Henry Chichley, Archbifhop of Canter^ 
hury^ who gave to this his college his own armorial bearing 
of Or, a chevron between three cinquefoils Gules. Thl9 
worthy Prelate was born at Highham Ferres, or Highharn Fer- 
rers, in Northamptonfhire, fon of Thomas and Agnes 
Chichly^ of that place. He was educated at Winchcfler 
fchool, and bred at Oxford ; and defigned, by William 
Wykeham, Bifhop of JVincheJler (he bein^ then alive), to 
be one of the fellows of his new college, wherepf he was 
one of the firft. He afterwards became Chaplain to Richard 
Medford, Bijhop of Saruniy who made him Archdeacon of 
Salifbury^ which he exchanged for the Chancellor's place of 
the Cathedral. That Bifliop, at his death, made him chief 
executor, and bequeathed him a large filver cup, gilt with 
gold, for a legacy. He was font to the Council of t'isA, in 
1409, by King Henry IV. and, by the Pope's own hand, was 
confccrated Biihop of St. David^s^ at Vienna ; and from thence 
was advanced to the fee of Canterbury, by King Henry V. 
He received his pall from the Bifliop of Winchefteii July 
19, 1414, and bought the revenue of his fee, in its vacation, 
for 409 marks. In 1428, he was conftituted the Pope's le- 
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gate ; huU to his immortal honour be it remembered^ fefufed 
to aSl without the King of England^ s Kcenfe. He obtained many 
privileges for his native place, and built a college and hojpital 
for travellers there in anno 1425, valued, at the Suppreffion, 
at ^^.156. 2s. id. per annum. He laid the foundation of his 
College of j4ll Soals, Feb. 10, 1437; ^"^ ^^^ "^^* Y^^ 
procured the charter of incorporation, wherein he fettled this 
learned focicty, under the name of one warden, and twenty 
fellows, with a liberty to double their number, which was 
done accordingly; it confiding of one warden, forty fellows, 
two chaplains, three clerics, and three choriflers ((ince in- 
creafed to fix) ; the foundation being ftyled in the charter. 
Collegium Animdrum Omnium defunSlorum de Oxon. and the feal 
of the College is that of the founder, who, for the more libe- 
ral endowment of this fociety, procured of Henry VL a grant 
of the revenues of many of the diflblved priories. He ex- 
pended, befide purchafe money for the fite. Sec. the fum of 
jC*4545» 'S-^' S^*i ' ^^^ buildings of his college, namely, the 
prelcnt old court, and the original refectory, which, with a 
cloyfter fince removed, inclofed part of the area of the new 
quadrangle* He was a charitable, prudent, and pious. Pre- 
late j who, having fat Archbifliop 29 years, died April 12, 
1443, ^"^ ^^^ buried in an alabafter tomb, which he ereded 
in his life-time, with a very modeft infcription. Robert 
Chichley, lord mayor of London, in anno 142 1, 9 Hen; V. 
was his brother; who, furviving him, was one of his execu- 
tors ; which worthy Bifhop at his death bequeathed a thoufand 
marks, and ;^.i34i 6j. 8^. to be kept in a cheft for the ufc 
of the College Befide the aforementioned munificence of this 
excellent man, there is one thing more worthy to be recorded,, 
aud that is hia attachment to his family and relations, which 
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agrees fo well with that divine precept, ** Brethren^ love one 
another J for a boufe divided againft itfelf cannot Jiand.^^ How well 
he obfervcd this political rule may be inferred by his fta- 
tutes, wherein he gives a preference in eledions to thofe can- 
didates who (hall prove themfelvcs to be of his blood and 
kindred, which I, Sir John Preftwich, Bart, as being one of 
the founder's kin, and one of my family a fellow of this 
foundation, as is mentioned in the prior part of this work, (b 
I cannot do lefs, in ejleem and gratitude^ than give a 
place here to the name and memory of fo good a man, who 
fo nobly endowed and built a college for thofe of his family 
and "kindred. From this noble caufe only, this college is ac- 
counted by all the mofl; honourable, as well as the moft re« 
fpedlable, feminary of learning in Europe, as it appears that 
upwards of one hundred and twenty of the families of the 
Englifti peerage, between fifty and fixty of the Scotch and 
Irifli, more than one hundred and thirty of the Englifli ba- 
ronetage, with many hundreds of the firft gentry of England, 
Scotland, and Ireland, have received their education here, 
whicli number of late have fo far increafed, that it is not im- 
probable the time is hot far diftant when this learned fociety 
will be entirely filled with relations, all derived from the noble 
founder. The library was firft furniflied with books and MSS. 
by the generofity of the founder Henry Chichley, Arcbbijhop 
of Canterbury. The other principal benefaftors were,

Codringtofiy for which arms a patent of confirmation was given 
by Camden. However, the preient baronet bears Argent, a 
fefs embattled and counter-embattled, Gules, between three 
lions palfant Sable; crefl, on a wreath, a dragon's head„ 
couped, Gules, between a pair of (dragon's) wings, chekcy, 
Qr and Ajpure.

Allan^ Allen, Aleyv, Allsyn, Allin, alias AjLwiNp. 

CONCERNING the antiquity of this name, which has 
been vark>ufly written^ I, Sir John Preilwich, Bart, (hall firft 
obferve that the jlhniy or ji/ans^ were a warlike people of 
Germany, and, like their neighbours the Vandals and 
Swedes, bore in their flandards and (hields, Argent, a Cat 
Sable, as a fymbol of their Liberty^ as is recorded by Mttbo* 
dius. Concerning this people, we alfo read, Alanifuni Litbw- 
anh a warlike people of Scythia, near the lake MmUs^ in 
which countr}^ is the river jllanus. Apd in England we have 
the rivers AlUn^ and jikuj as al£b the villages of AUanton^ 
and AkntWj in Northumberland, and Ahm^ in Yorkfliire. 
Al^o of this name was Alan us, i. e« Allan, a nobJe and 
warlike Captain oi the Goths, and of which family was Lit- 
Tiro, one of the Alani, Z^k*^©/* Lithuania, who gave his 
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firft name of Litiuo to his dukedom, which, in the Sclavonic, 
implielh Huntings andfometime a Hunting Horn, in which 
language theword^ or name, Alan^ fignifieth a Houndj which 
Julius Scaliger wi^nefleth, fome of whofe progenitors bore 
that name, and Chaucer^ an Englifli poet, ufeth the word 
jllan in the fame fenfe* Of what import this name was may^ 
be inferred, when that, among the ancient Romans, we find 
the noble families of Caninius^ &c. Diodorus Siculus fays, 
that Ofyris^ furnamed Jupiter^ fon of Cham, raifed an army 
under the command of his three Tons, Hercules^ Mactdon^ and 
AnubUj each of whom had their particular fiaad^rd with 
their device, whereof that of the latter a3 acifwering my pur- 
pofe, and as is witnefTed by divers authors, who bore, Gules, 
a dog paflant. Argent, which animal hieroglyphically with 
the Egyptians was reprefented as having his tail lifted up, 
which fignified viftory and courage ; and, on the contrary, 
holding his tail between his lees, flight and fear. It is a ge- 
neral obfervation, that there is fcarce any virtue incident to a 
man, but there are Angular figns and refemblances of the fame 
in the fundry kinds of dogs; infemuch that this creature is 
allowed to be the emblem of fidelity, affedimi, and obedience, 
for which reafbn the Romans reprefented tlieir Lares, or 
Houjhold God$y under that form. And Hiftory reports that this 
people took maftiffs from this our land of Britain, to ferve in 
their armies inftead of foldiers. With us in England this 
name, Allin^ ox Allan^ is accounted of Saxon original ; how- 
ever, there are fome who fay that the firft of it came into 
this land in anwo 1066, whereof was Alan Earl of Britain^ 
who bore for his coat armour, Ermine, which others, 
through miftake, write Chcckie, Or and Azure, with a can- 
ton Ermine, and think ^hat Allan was his furname, when it 
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was quite otherwife, his names being Alan la Fergant^ u e. 
being interpreted^ jjlan the Red^ which faid Alan came over 
with William the Baftard, after King of England, who gave 
unto him and his heirs for ever, in the fourth year of his 
reign^ at the fiege of York, all the lands and honours late be- 
longing to Earl Edwin, the Saxon^ which, not to mention 
others, confifted of the greateft part of Richmondjhire^ in 
county York. That this name with us is of Saxon original is 
evident, as the like is witneffed by the etymologies of our Saxon 
proper names having the letter W. Thus Ailing or Allen^ by 
vulgar pronunciation, is derived from !?Clpine, Sax. \Alwmej\ 
which by rcafon that the Normans nor Latinifts ufe not the 
letter W ; the name hath thus been varied from Alwyne^ or 
Alwlne, to Allhy or Al/an, &c. but yet by this change it hath 
not lofl its fird, or Saxon, (ignification, which is as much to 
fay, Moved of all. Agreeing with the Greek, or Britiih, -^/z- 
anusj i. e. Sun bright j which . diftinftions may well become 
the families of this name, if their aflions are accompanied with 
the luftre of (hining virtues, the fureft figns of an ancient and 
honourable defcent, and the only teftimony of true nobility, 
whereof firft in order I (hall mention the name and enfigns ar- 
morial of the prefent Right Honourable Jo/hua Allen^ Baron of 
Stilorgan^ in the county of Dublin, and Vifcount Allen, in the 
county of Kildare, and kingdom of Ireland, fo created by let- 
ters patent, bearing date the 3d of Auguft, 1717, 4th of 
George I. whofe anceftors were of Lancafliire originally, fome 
of whom fettled in Holland, from which place one of the 
family came over into Ireland a^ a factor for the United States, 
where he had iflUe Jofhua Allen, who had the honour of 
knighthood conferred on him, and in 1664, made Sheriff of 
the city of Dublin, and was in 1673 Lord Mayor thereof,

Allan, of Rcddeval, near Bury, and of Preftwich^ 
both in the County of l^ncafter, 

' Of the family of Allan, or Allen, of Preftwich, and Re* 
deval, in County Lancafter, was William Allan, alias Allen, 
born in this county, and educated in Oriel College^ Ojiford, 
and after head of St. Mary*8 Hall there; but| after xrhanging his 
religioni he fulFered fome hardihips on that Bccount, where<> 
upon he quit his native country^ and going beyond fea was 
highly carefled, and for his merit and great learning chofea 
Regius Prqfejfor of Do%My^ Ganpn ofCambray and Rhemes^ and 
at laft advanced in dignity by Pope Sixtus V. furnamed de 
Montalto^ anno 15 8 7, who created him Cardinal Prieft of St, 
Martin's, at Rome, where he died in 1594, and was buried 
in the Ehglidi fchool there. In his life time be colleSled ihe 
Engli/h exiles f and united them in one colle^e^ at Doway aud 
Rhemes. Of this Cardinars family was Ifaac yf//^/i, a zealous 
and worthy Proteftanti parfon of the church of Rrefiwich^ and, 
laftly, re£tor of the fame, which church was founded and eu^ 
dowed by my anceftors, and to which the juft right of pre* 
fentation belongs to me and my family at (his d^y. He died

Son, from wkence the family ^f A.^¥>AIS^H» 
fonietime written Acheson^ Aitcheison, and Achison, a 
furname evidently derived from parentage, thereby implying 
lobe the fon of Achai, the word us being a I^tin termina- 
lion* This branch of the family of Achefon,^ formerly of 
Gosford and Glcncairn, in Scotland, have been feated in Ire- 
land (ince the rtign of Charles the Ficfl, to which King, and 
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his Ton Charles the Second, they performed great and com- 
mendable fervices, behig faithful adherents to the royal caufe,

As a further illuftration of tlus fimiiiy, as being z matter ef 
t)o finall momentj which has occurred to met nataiely, thic 
of ihe^ armorial bearing of the German, Or Imperial, bhuil: 
c9gle with two heads*, difplayed, an armk bearing CffidOmA 
of the following hiftorical event : viz. Achaisis, King of Soot«^ 
land, being a peaceable and godly ruler, made a leagne with 
Charles the Great, Emperor of the Rsnums^ and King of 
Franco (about anno 79^2) { and in token thereof, the tref«rtf 
of lilies, whkh^ is at pre^nt borne in tho arm» of Scoibnd^ 
was given by the Emperor Charlemaia to Achalus, as i ch»i 
tMf'^ to pofteriiy,' of an. aUiance ofTenfive itid defenfiire be« 
cween the fwii- kifigdoms^ ; and, as a pledge of brodverly kSve^ 
10 figoify that the French arms, or Jilies, (kould defend and 
guard the Socxch ariha^ a Itoir of Siitftland. . And thd faid» 
Charlemain biiiig then* fkft Emperor otf the We^ as "well ast 
King of Fnmce/ adorned the ci'ewu' of Scodand with fbilr* 
lillks, and four crofies^ the Brft 4seing as the fymhols of (hern 
peace-^d uoity; and tiie latter* a& theA-fiiith in Chrift,* atidof 
«he ififviolable fidelity of the kingdMd bf Scotland: -liv Scot^i 
kim^f(6rmeriy^»hete was a copper coin denominate m Acbifin.

A Geotleman many years one of the clerks of the mod 
honourable the Houfe of Peers of Great Britain* Arms, 
Quarterly, of fix coats, 2d, 3d, and 4th, in right of his mo- 
ther, as an heirefs of the ancient family of Wyche ; or thus, 
I ft and 6th, Argent, a chevron between three mullets. Sable, 
pierced of the field, for Arnott of Arnott^ in Fifefliire, 
and kingdom of Scotland (alfo of the county of York), a ca- 
det of which family, and a relation to the abovementioned 
gentleman. Is Hugo Arnott, of Balc'ormo, Efq. re(iding at 
Edinburgh, author of ieVeral learned and ingenious works, 
xnuch efleemed ; 2nd, Azure, a pile. Ermine, for the name 
and family of Wyche, whofe quartcrings are, 3d, Argent, 
on a chevron. Gules, three trefoils (lipped, of the firfl, for 
• » • ; 4th, Argent, a greyhound current. Sable, col- 
lared. Or, for ; 5th, Argent, a lion rampant be- 
tween eight croflets, fitched. Gules, for ; and 

6th, as the firft. Creft, a crefcent, Argent, Mottoes, Sfera^ 
turn & completum^ and Compkta Spes. 

The honour and antiquity of the family of Arnott. of Ar- . 
nott, is fully exemplified in being local, thereby agreeing 
with that ancient pradice, common to the earlieft ages, when 
great men called their lands after their own names. In Scot- 
land, from the aforementioned caufe, this is diftinguiflied In 
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being called Arnott of that Ilk ; or, as we underftand this 
diftindlion, Arnott of Arnott, a family not furpaflcd, for ho^ 
nour and antiquity, by any in the county of Fife, which 
Sir Robert Sibbald, in his' Hiftory of the faid Shire, teftifies 
by the following : *« Arnott lies high upon the north fide of 
** (Loch) Levin, on the fouth fide of the Bifhop^s hill The 
" owner is a knight baronet, whofe anceftors of that name 
** have poffeffed thcfe lands well nigh thefe fix hundred 
** years." However, to me the name or family appear to be 
of far greater antiquity, and feemeth to have originated iti 
Denmark and Norway, in which places we find mention made 
of the Lordfhip of Arnet and Aren Dale, &c. However, 
confining our evidences to Scotland, I find the following r 
" In anno I150, Arnoldus, or Arnotus, brother of Sir Peter 
" de Arnott, and William de Arnott, was Abbot of Kelib ; in 
^* 1 160 he was made Bifliop of Saint Andrew^s, and Legate i, 
" Latere from the Pope. He was the 1 7th Bifhop of Saint 
•* Andrew*s, and founded the cathedral there, where he died- 
** in 1 163." It is recorded in the chronicle called Stemmata 
Bruit J that in anno 1240 King Alexander the lid fent Dun- 
can Earl of Fife embaffador to England, accompanied by two 
knights of Fif«, viz. Malco/m Je Ari^ or T^ znd yohndtM^L^ 
viLLE, In a roil of the military fervicc^ for- lands holden of 
the King in the 14th year of King Robert Bruce A. D. 1320, 
it is written. Terra Michaelis de Arnott debet unius miliiis (one 
knight's fervice)^ by which it appears, that thofe lands were 
held of the King, in capite^ at that time. This Michael de 
Arnott married the fifter of Duncan Macduff, then Earl of 
Fife, the immcdiate'defcendant from Duncan Macduff, Thane 
of Fife, in the reign of King Macbeth, by whom he had 
David his fucceGbr. This lady in her widowhood built the 
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north tower of the caftle of Arnott. After I find the (aid 
Michael Arnott, taking part with Edward Baliel, was drowned 
at the fiege of Loch Levin Caftle in anno 1334.. Alfo of 
this family was John Arnott, Laird of Arnott, killed at 
Bogie Buftiies in a deadly feud that had arifen between the 
Lairds of Eaft Wemyss and Balmuto. He married Mar- 
gery, daughter of Bo swell (after wife to Sir Thomas Sib- 
bald), by whom (he had one daughter, Elizabeth, married 
to George Douglas^ 5th of that name, Earl of Angus, 
from whom defcended King James tHe^VIth of Scotland, and 
Ift of England. By the regifter of Dumferline it appears, 
that Sir Michael Arnott difpofed of his tends, called Clunie, to 
the Monks there, in the reign of Malcolm the IVth, of Scot- 
land. In anno 1459 J^^^ Arnott, Archdeacon of Glaigow, 
was Lord Keeper of the Privy Seal of Scotland. In the year 
1530, when Lord William Howard was fent ambaifador from 
England, to negotiate an interview between King James 
the Vth, and his uncle King Henry the Vlllth, the Qiieen 
Mother challenged his Majefty to produce three landed gen- 
tlemen, and three yeotnen, to contend in archery with fix 
of the ambalIador*s retinue ; the prize to the victors was 
an hundred crowns and a tun of wine. Of thefe, on 
the part of Scotland, were David Arnott of Arnott, John 
Widderburn of Widderburn, and David Werfiyfs of We- 
myfs, which were the landed gentlemen chofen by the King ; 
they contended at Saint Andrew's, and though the Engliflt- 
men acquitted themfelves as excellept and fkilful archers, yet 
the other party bore away the prize. Alfo of this family 
was Robert Arnott of Woodmiln, third fon of John Arnott 
of that Ilk, i. e. of Arnott, by Catharine Mklvillr. He 
was Comptroller of Scotland, and Governor of Stirling Caftle ; 
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and was (Iain on the 9th of September, ^5^3$ ^t the fatal bat-* 
tie of Flodden Fields along with his royal maftcr, and the 
flower of the nobility and gentry of Scotland. Alfo by an 
evidence, dated December 31, 1558, the following: " Jacobus 
•* commendator Prioratus Sandae Andrese difpones the church 
•« lands, called Chapel Kettle, to John Arnott and his heirs," 
declaring, that he and his progenitors had been poileilbrs of 
thefe lands paft memory of man. The lordihip, or eftate^ 
called Ferney, which of old belonged to the family of Amott, 
is now poiTeiTed by Colonel Balfour, brother to Lord Bur- 
leigh, which family are paternally defcended from the Ax- 
notts, as appears by the following : ^« Margaret Balfour, of Bur- 
^< kigh, Baronefs of Burleigh, fucceeded her father in both his 
«^ eftate and honours 1 and having married Robert Arnott, fbo 
^* of Sir Robert Arnott of Ferney, chamberlain of Fife, who 
<^ thereupon changed his name to Balfour, and, in her right, 
*< became poiTefled of the lordfhip of Burleigh, and had a 
^^ grant from the Crown confirming thefe honours to him, and 
<^ his heirs,*' &c» He was a faithful friend to his Highnefs 
Oliver Lord Proteflon He had iflue who fucceeded to the 
title ; but the family having engaged in the rebellion of 17^5^ 
the peerage, &c. therefore lies under an attainder ! In Ro- 
bert Sibbald's lift of the heritors of the county of Fife, we 
find the following : " Sir David Arnott of that Ilk, Baronet ; 
" Arnott of Woodmiln ; Arnott of Balcormo 5 Arnott of 
** Balcaithlie; and Arnott, of Chapel Kettle.*' Of this ancient 
family was Sir John Arnott, Knight, Lord Provoft of Edin- 
burgh, and Thcfaurer Depute of Scotland, in anno 1604, 
wbofe great eftatcs, in the counties of Edinburgh, Fife, Ber- 
wick, and Orkney, may be ken in the general regifter of that 
kin^om. Sir Michael Arnott, the 29th Lair^ of Arnotti 
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was created a Baronet of Scotland, or of Nova Scotia, by 
King Charles the Ift» by letters patent, bearing date July 27, 
1 629, ** Haredibus Juts mafculis & ajjignatis quibufcunque.^^ He 
married Anna Brown, daughter of the Laird of Fardell, by 
whom he had iffue, whereof his youngeft fon, leaving Scot- 
land about the middle of the laft century, purchafed fbme 
lands in the north of England, and having married, had a nu« 
merous iffue, whofe eldeft fon, the Reverend and learned 
George Arnott, married and had iflue the firft- mentioned iii 
this account; viz. Matthew- Robert Arnott, E(q. M. P. at 
prefent unmarried. 

The eldeft fon of Sir Michael Arnott, Bart, was Sir Charles- 
Araott, Bart, who married Helen Read, heirefs of the fa- 
mily of PiTLETHiE ; by whom Sir David Arnott, who died 
unmarried i on whofe death, the caftle and barony of Arnott, 
which had continued fo many ages in the family in an unin- 
terrupted fucccffion, went, by virtue of a mortgage, to Sir 
William Bruce, whofe family now enjoy it. 

N. B. The family of Arnott of Bafcormo bore their 
arms differenced, thus : Argent, a chevron between two mul* 
lets in chief, pierced, of the field, and a crefcent in bafe, all : 
Sable.

However, the family have fometimc ufed it thus; out 
of a coronet as before, a dexter arm and hand embowed, 
cloathed with leaves, Vert, the haiid, proper, holding as be- 
fore, a crpfslet fitched. Argent. Thefe enfigns arniorial apper- 
tained to Leonard Ashawe, of the Hill of the Shaw, in the 
county palatine of Lancafter, Efq. living in anno 1613, 
who died the 6th day of April, anno 1633, and was buried iu 
Flixton church, in the faid county. He married Margaret 
(yet fome fay Elizabeth) daughter of Edmond Prestwich, 
of Holme, in the county aforefaid, Efq. by whom he had if. 
fue two daughters, i. Elizabeth, and 3. Jane, his colieirs, viz. 

1. Elizabeth (by fome called Anne), wife, firft to Peter Eger- 
TON, 2d, or younger, fon to Ralph Egerton, of Ridley, in the 
county of Chefter, Efq. brother to Sir Richard Egerton, of 
Ridley, Knight, by whom (he had iflue, in 161 9, Leonard 
Egerton, and Jane, (he, fecondly, married ta Sir John Rao- 
clyffe, of Ordfall, in the county of Lancafter, Knight; 

2. Jane Alhawe, who married and had iffuc. '
